DESCRIPTION   
ABSTRACT 
This dataset depicts the boundaries of the Atlantic Red Drum Fishery Harvest or Possession 
Prohibition Area in ESRI shapefile format for the NOAA Fisheries Service’s Greater Atlantic 
Regional Fisheries Office (GARFO). This shapefile includes boundaries for the following Regulated 
Areas: 
- Atlantic Red Drum Fishery Harvest or Possession Prohibition Area 

Because GIS projection and topology functions can change or generalize coordinates, these GIS 
files are considered to be approximate representations and are NOT an OFFICIAL record for the 
exact regulated area boundaries. For information on the official legal definition refer to the Use 
Constraints metadata section. 
PURPOSE 
Beginning in 2010 and in response to mounting requests for digital depictions of NMFS Regulated 
Areas in Northeast and Mid-Atlantic Waters (Regulated Areas), the NMFS Greater Atlantic 
Regional Fisheries Office (GARFO) Geographic Information Systems (GIS) Committee launched a 
project to standardize the development, publication and regular updating of GIS files depicting 
Regulated Area boundaries. This dataset is a product of that initiative.

[Template Generation]  Many  NMFS R egulated  Areas  in  Northeast  and  Mid-Atlantic  Waters 
(Regulated  Areas)  share  boundaries  that  are  partially  coincident  with  any  combination  of  the  
following:  1)  the  U.S.  Atlantic  coastline;  2)  the  Submerged  Lands  Act  boundary;  3)  the  U.S.-
Canada  Maritime  Boundary  in the  Gulf  of  Maine;  4)  the  outward  extent  of  the  U.S. Exclusive  
Economic  Zone  (a.k.a.  the  "200-nautical  mile line").  To  standardize Regulated  Area  features  
sharing  these  boundaries,  published  shapefiles  of  the  shared  administrative  boundaries  were  
obtained  from  the  authoritative  agencies.   A  shoreline w as selected  that was suitable f or  general  
mapping  purposes,  freely  and  publicly  available,  of  medium-resolution,  and  covering  the e xtent 
of  the U.S..   When n ecessary,  the boundaries  were transformed  to  NAD83.  A series  of  template 
polygon  shapefiles  were then g enerated,  using  these authoritative boundaries  as  the outward  
extents  of  the polygon.   All  templates  were generated  in NA D83  geographic  coordinate system.   
The te mplates created  are:  1)  Coast-to-EEZ:  bounded  by  the coastline,  the U.S.-Canada 
Maritime  Boundary,  the  U.S.  EEZ,  and  81°W  longitude  off  the  southern extent  of  Florida  (an 
arbitrary  cut-off  for  the A tlantic);  2)  Coast-to-SLA:  bounded  by  the  coastline,  the  U.S.-Canada 
Maritime  Boundary,  the  Submerged Lands A ct bo undary,  and 81°W l ongitude o ff  the so uthern  
extent  of  Florida;  3)  SLA-to-EEZ:  bounded by  the  Submerged Lands A ct bo undary,  the  U.S.-
Canada  Maritime  Boundary,  the  U.S.  EEZ,  and  81°W  longitude  off  the  southern extent  of  Florida.

[Features  From  Templates]  The  SLA-to-EEZ template sh apefile w as copied  and  projected  to  
NAD83  Mercator  Projection.   The coordinates  of  the Regulated  Area  definition w ere transferred  to  
a  spreadsheet,  converted  to  Decimal  Degrees,  plotted  as a  point shapefile i n  NAD83,  and  then  
projected to  NAD83 Mercator  Projection.   To g enerate  the  Regulated  Area  boundary  in ArcGIS,  
the  template  polygon  was  split  by  connecting  these  points  in  the  order  specified  in  the  spatial  
definition.   When  the  spatial d efinition  specified  that  points  were  connected  by  following  the  SLA 
or  EEZ th e co inciding  outward  extent of  the te mplate p olygon  was used.   When  the sp atial  
definition  specified  that  points  were  connected  by  following  a  straight  line,  rhumb  lines  were  
constructed.   As an  exception,  points intended  to  fall  along  the  U.S.-Canada Maritime  Boundary  
were co nnected  by  following  the  geodesic line th at  legally  defines that international  boundary.   
After  all  points were  appropriately  connected,  any  portions of  the te mplate  outside th e d efined  
Regulated  Area  were discarded.   When  multiple  Regulated  Areas  are  a part  of  a larger  grouping  
of  related  Regulated  Areas,  these steps  were repeated  to  generate a  unique feature for  each  
Regulated  Area  and  the features  were then c ombined  into  a  single shapefile.   The boundaries  
were densified  with  consecutive v ertices spaced  no  more th an  10  nautical  miles apart,  to  
preserve r humb  line p aths in  other  coordinate sy stems.   The f ile w as projected  back  to  the u n-
projected  NAD83  coordinate sy stem.
